Nose From Floating Rib. 

Port Wayne, hid., Dec. 2.- 
Katherine Godfrey, 8 vears old, 
is growing a new nose. and. the 
materials are the leftfloating rib 
from ha*-%ody and flesh taken 
from tne^right forearm. 

A year ago the child lost her 
nose through an accident. Three 
weeks ago physicians decided up- 
on a novel operation. The float- 
ing rib was removed from the 
chest and buried in the forearm, 
wfaere.it was allowed, to. regain 
until flesh grew about it. 

The forearm was then bandag- 
ed tightly to the child's face, 
where it will remain until the 
flesh and bone unite with the 
forehead. The final step will be 
cutting the forearm loose from 
the bnilt«up-nose and the place- 
ing of skin to prevent scats* 
Thus far every step in the opera- 
tion has been successful.

TELEPHONE EXCHANGE 
BURNS DOWN 

Fire Cawed by Heavy Electric 
Voltage From Unknown 
Source— Two Oper- 
ators 




LOSS ESTIMATED AT $22,000 



Hopkinsville, Ky., Dec. 2.— A 
most unusual fire causing a prop- 
erty loss of $22,000, occurred here 
this mormug between 1 and 2 
o'clock, when the automatic tele- 
phone system of the Home Tele- 
phone company was completely 
destroyed by the telephone wires 
receiving such a heavy charge of 
electric current from some out- 
side source, possibly a cross with 
an arc light wire, that the 1,860 
miles of minute wire connections 
were totally burned out. 

Not only are the three or four 
hundred subscribers deprive of 
telephone service but the fire 
alarm system for the town is 
likewise destroyed from the wat- 
er. 

The insurance is only $8,000.

DEAD IN GREEK 
BENEATH TRESTLE 

Well Dressed Man Found Sunday 
Near Nortonvillc With 
Gashes in Head 



LOOKS LIKE FOUL PLAY 



James H. Clirlstley. abour 46 years 
old, well dressed and believed to 
have been a resldeut of Nashville. 
Term., was found dead Sunday mor- 
ning in Drake's Creek uuder a tres- 
tle on the Illinois Central railroad, 
near Nortoaville, the body being 
found in the water. A hole in his 
bead, from which bis brains were 
oozing out, shows how be came to 
his death. The bedy waa fouud 
at » o'clock Sunday morning by J. 
T. Lacy and J. H. Frits, who were 
en route to Nortonville. Indications 
point to foul play, but it is possible 
that the man fell from the trestle to 
the rocks.lkelow. Out> or two other 
bruiseB w»e found ou his body. He 
had a ticket from Nashville to Pa- 
ducah. 

Coroner Stevens was notified and 
the body was removed to Nortou- 
ville and an in"o«st was held, the 
verdict being that he came to bis 
death from some unknown cause. 
Papers found on the man indicated 
that his borne- was In Nashville. 
Parties Iii that city were notified, 
and the undertaking Arm of <>•■ 
Bryan, Utley & Co. were asked to 
take charge of the remains, prepare 
tnem for burial anfl send them to 
Nashville, which was done Monday 
afternoon.

I How The Red Cross Seal Originated. 

"How did the Red Gross 
'Christmas 8n«l originate?" is a 
question that is being ark-;d by 
many duriug this holiday season 
when millions of these stickers 
are being sold all over the United 
States. To Jacob Riis, the well- 
known social worker of new Yoik 
and to Miss Emily P. BisseH, the 
energetic secretary of the Dela- 
ware Red Gross, jointly belong 
the honor of originating oar 
American R^d Gross Christmas 
Seat. In 1909 Mr. Rms' interest 
tvas aroused by the receipt of a 
•Christmas tubercalosie stamp ou 
a letter from Norway. He pub- 
lished an article is I out this queer- 
loi'king stamp in 'the Outlook, 
and suggested some possible uses 
for it iu ttlll country. Miss Bis- 
eell at mice saw an opportunity 
here and prepared a stamp, from 
the sale of which her Siciety 
realized #3,000 for tuberculosis 
work So impressed was she 
with this success that she induced 
the American R-d Cross to t, ke 
up the Sile in 1908 on a national 
basis. With very little organi- 
sation aud with hardly and at- 
tempt at careful advertising, the 



sale that year brought in, never- 
theless, over $135,000 Tor anti 
tuberculosis work in various 
parts of the United States. In 
1909, with more thorough organi 
z»tion, the sale was increased to 
$230,000, and in 1910 to nearly 
$310,000. Last year the sale in 
creased to over $330,000, or 33,- 
000,000 seals. 

While our own Red Cross Saal 
dates back only four years, "char- 
ity stamps," from which this 
idea originally sprung, go back 
to 1882, when "sauitary fair 
stamps" were first used in Bog- 
ton to secure money for the ca«e 
of soldiers wounded during ti e 
Civil War. Nearly $1 000,0(0 
was raired in this way during 
the year 1862 to 1866. After the 
war this method of raising money 
was discontinued in this country 
for a geueratiou, although it 
found vogue in Portugal, Switz 
erlaud, Austria, France, Spam, 
De urn ark, Norway, Russia, 
Sveden and other European 
countries.
